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Smith alleges futures price scheme 


U.S. Congressman Neal 
Smith, D-Iowa, recently 
charged that a scheme 
exists which predicts cer- 
tain clutnges in live cattle 
futures with 100% accuracy 
and denies Corn Belt cattle 
feeders the opportunity to 
hedge at the cost of 
production levels. 

In a preps ^conference. 
Smith dalmed u!t799 
of 32 large cattle tra u«Jr 
were dominating price fluct- 
uations in the live cattle 
futures market. Smith has 
made similar charges of big- 
trader riiarket manipulation 
in tho past. 

He did not nnme any of 
the 32 traders allegedly 
involved in the manipula- 
tion , hut so id they are 
"larger traders and have 
direct business affiliations 
and/or highly correlated 
trading activities." 

Smith said the House 
Small Business Committee 
obtained information that 
pointed to this "domina- 
tion" that was not available 
to the public. 

In an updated report, 
Smith claimed that live 
cattle futures prices drop 
every time they go above 
the cost of production for 
small feeders. He claimed 
the system has worked with 
100% accuracy during the 
past three years. 

“This predictable bias 
exerts a downward pressure 
on live cattle futures prices ■ 
and is seriously aggravating 
the problems of feeders 
other thpn - the very large 


commercial lots of those 
who are profiting from this 
particular activity," Smith 
said. 

The report was also 
submitted to the Commodi- 
ty Futures Trading Com- 
mission. However, Smith 
has not provided the 
Chicago Mercantile Ex- 
change thv finding*, of his 
6'tiidy, triainiing • ft 
already has access to this 
information. 

Over the period January 
1978 through April 1979, 
these 32 traders as a group 
realized a total net profit 
(not including commissions, 
brokerage fees, clearing- 
house fees or other trading 
costs) In live and feeder 
cattle futures of approxim- 
ately $110,000,000 or an 
average of $3,467,000 each. 
Smith emphasize that these 
profits were from all trades 
made by these 32 traders 
over the 16 month period 
ending in April 1979, while 
the predictability of live 
cattle futures prices has 
been going on for at least 36 
months (since January 
1978). At this time, we do 
not have estimates of profits 
since April 1979. Over the 
period for which data were 
available, all large traders 
(1,027 in number) had total 
net profits in live and feeder 
cattle futures of approxi- 
mately 8166,000,000. Thus, 
3% of the large traders with 
correlated trading activity 
and/or common business 
affiliations accounted for 
70% of the total net profits 


of large traders. 

As a group, the 32 traders 
were not sellers of live cattle 
futures on or about 14 out of 
the 15 dates when the signal 
predicted price during this 
period. 

It is Smith's strong 
opinion that the results of 
this study mean that the live 
cittle futures, market, 
presently perfo riding j' is not 
meeting the minimum rea- 
sonable economic purpose 
test and that It is resulting in 
harm to the very people it is 
supposed to serve. 

He told reporters that he 
had not “tried out" the 
scheme since the comple- 
tion of the study to see if the 
plan, can still predict market 
action.

Committee economist John 
Helmuth told CNS today 
that the committee’s con- 
cern about cattle futures 
trading stems from evi- 
dence that the market does 
not provide an accurate 
picture of cattle supply and 
demand. 

Rep. Neal Smith, D-Iowa, 
the committee's ranking 
majority member, released 
a report charging that cattle 
futures prices were vulner- 
able to predictable periodic 
downward pressures result- 
ing in large part from a lack 
of long hedging in that 
market.

Loan plan may 
aid Coloradoans 

Colorado ranchers and 
farmers may soon be able to 
obtain largo, low inter ost 
loans to beep them in the 
agriculture business. The 
program is now under con- 
sideration in the state legis- 
lature. 

The "Aggie" loan pro- 
gram, as it is being called, 
would make loans available 
for expansion or the pur- 
chase of modem equipment 
at roughly half the prevail- 
ing interest rate. Tax 
exempt bonds would fi- 
nance the loans, which 
wouldn't cost the state any 
money. 

Dave Seltzer, vice presi- 
dent of E.F. Hutton Co,, 
presented the plan to legis- 
lators and described similar 
plans hla firm has made 
work In other states. The 
Colorado Agriculture Assis- 
tance Authority would be 
created, making loans of 
88000-150,000 to ranchers 
and farmers. Interest rates 
would be 9-9,5%, if Hutton 
does the underwriting. 

Colorado Agriculture 
Oommiasloner Morgan 
Smith favors the program, 
and la working to line up 
legislative sponsors for the 
Hutton bill.

Fertilizing grass pusLmvs 
fur bvvf enw herds can cut 
feed ousts and boost 
carrying capacity enough to 
inure than pay for the ferti- 
lizer. labor and associated 
crisis. Dr. It.W. Van 
Keuren, on agronomist at 
the* Ohio Agricultural lle- 
search and Development 
Center, Wooster, Ohio, 
reported the beef forage 
system analysis during the 
annual meeting of the 
American Society of Agron- 
omy. 

Van Keuren said three 
year-arnund programs of 
providing forage for beef 
cow herds were compared 
over a three-year period. 
1/iw, medium, and high soil 
fertility program were initi- 
aled for forage production 
on hill-land pastures for 
spring-calving herds of 
t-harolais beef cows. 

Van Keuren said one herd 
was summer grazed on a 
low fertility pasture of 
mixed grass with no 
fertilizer or lime applied. 
The herd was wintered on 
large round bales fed three 
times a week in racks in 
another field. 

A second herd wos 
rotational ly grazed on pas- 
tures of medium soil fertili- 
ty. The pastures were 
predominantly orchard- 
grass fertilized with 5(J lbs, 
of nitrogen fertilizer annual- 


ly in early spring. The herd 
was fed square hales daily 
during lire winter on one of 
the summer posture fields. 

The third h»*rd was 
rulnlioiinlly grazed on ur- 
cliardgrass during summer. 
The pasture was fertilized 
with 200 lbs, of nitrogen 
annually in three applica- 
tions. This is higher than 
reconi mended rates . The 
Ire rd w as w in t e red o n 
similarly fertilized tall fes- 
cue. Two hay crops were 
haled in large round bales 
and field-stored for winter 
feeding along with the 
fa 11 -saver I regmwLh. The 
hay was fed three limes a 
week in rucks to reduce 
feeding loss. 

The herd on the low 
fertility pasture required 
3.27 acres per cow anti calf 
for summer grazing. Carry- 
ing capacity of the medium 
fertility pasture was 1.7-1 
acres per cow and calf, 
while only .96 acres uf high 
fertility pasture whs re- 
quired For each cow and her 
calf. Cows on the low and 
medium fertility pasture 
averaged three tons of hay 
per cow offered for a 
183-day wintering period 
from late October through 
late April. But it look only 
1.9 Lons of hay per cow plus 
the fall regrowth for the 
herd on the high fertility 
pastures.

picture since Lhe dnlu were 
uv&iliihle. Feed and herd 
information was senL in 
University uf KenLuckv 
agricultural engineers for 
analysis in their UEFF 
Model. 

The analysis showed that 
the low and medium fertility 
programs yielded sufficient 
income to pay for taxes, 
labor, and other operating 
costs. The medium fertility 
program even resulted in a 
■small net return over costs. 

Even though the costs of 
Lhe high fertility program 
were greater and didn't 
quite cover the costs for 
labor and extra nitrogen. 
Van Keuren pointed out 
that the 200 lbs. per acre 
rate is mure nitrogen than 
would lie normally used. He 
said that he recommends a 
rate of about 130 lbs. 


F.EC holds talks 
on price inclines 

The I t European Kcimo- 
mic Community commis- 
sioners hold their first 
formal discussions on 1981- 
K2 agricultural prices and 
were leaning toward sin 
average increase nf 7.5% . a 
senior EEC official said. 

Increases under discus- 
sion included a rise for 
sugar, an average seven to 
eight percent for cereals , six 
percent for milk, but only a 
four percent for bread- 
making wheat. 

( Linked to the price 
package is a number of 
money-saving measures in- 
cluding a co-responsibility 
levy for cereals. This would 
put ono percent tax on 
cerout producers for every 
percentage point increase in 
production over an agreed 
limit, up to n five percent 
maximum, tho official said. 

Some commissioners ex- 
pressed concern that the 
proposed increases ore too 
high. The package would 
cost lhe EEC budget about 
$1.27 billion and theru is a 
fc-eling that the budget, 
nearing exhaustion this 
year, would be unable to 
stand the extra strain.

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Warning: Plan for weed explosion 
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Some ranges are already 
sporting a kit nf weeds, and 
a little rain in dry areas 
could bring a weed explo- 
sion. 

So ranchers need to 
consider herbicides in their 
arsenal of weapons to fight 
pesky weeds which render 
rangeland unproductive. 

"Most annual weeds can 
be controlled with the 
herbicide 2,4-D if it's 
applied when weeds ore 
small and growing rapid- 
ly," points out Dr. Tommy 
Welch with the Texas Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, 
Texas A&M University 
System. 

Common broom weed is 
one of the most notorious 
annual weeds that periodi- 
cally infests rangeland. In 
areas that receive good fall 
moisture, common brown- 
weed seedlings may be pre- 
sent. A heavy infestation of 
this weed will reduce grass 
production significantly and 
will reduce forage con- 
sumption by cattle in late 
summer and fall when the 
weed matures and forms the 
familiar “broom.” 

“Common broomweed 
can be controlled with 2,4-D 
when seedlings are four to 
eight inches tall and grow- 
ing rapidly,” says Welch, a 
range brush and weed con- 
trol specialist. “When 
plants begin to mature and 
develop a broom-shaped top 
in late spring, control is dif- 
ficult. Thus positive identi- 
fication of common broom- 
weed early in the season 
and a timely herbicide ap- 
plication are keys to 
successful control.” 

2,4-D amine can be used 
effectively in areas that 
receive more than 25 inches 
of annual rainfall while 


2,4-D low-vnlnlile csLur 
should he used in areas of 
less rainfall. A 2,4-D — 
dicumba mixture is a good 
choice for herder-lo-kill 
weeds, when growth condi- 
tions are not ideal, or when 
annual weeds have begun to 
mature hut have not flower- 
ed, notes Welch. Dicamba 
and 2,4-D can be tank 
mixed, or a 2,4-D— dicainba 
mixture (three to one ratio) 
is commercially available 
under the trade name 
Weed master. 

“In addition to annual 
weeds, ranchers must also 
battle perennial weeds that 
infest some rangeland. 
Among these are western 
ragweed and yankeeweed , 1 ’ 
says Welch. 

2,4-D is a good herbicide 
for easy-to-kill ragweed 
while 2,4-D— dicamba is 
needed for yankeeweed. 
Good growth conditions are 
necessary to obtain control 
of perennial weeds with 
herbicides, adds the special- 
ist. 

If plans have been made 
to apply a herbicide for 
mesquite control and weeds 
are present, a 2,4,6-T— pic- 
loram mixture (Tordon 
225E) or 2,4,5-T— dicamba 
will take care of both 
problems. Since 2,4,5-T— 
dicamba is no longer 
available as a commercial 
formulation, the mixture 
must be tank mixed. 

Welch notes that ranchers 
sometimes do not get good 
weed control due to improp r 
er calibration of spray 
equipment or improper 
mixing of herbicide. So 
those applying their own 
herbicide should calibrate 
their spray equipment and 
read the label for proper 


mixing instructions. 

‘ 'To obtain maximum 
benefits from controlling 
rnngc weeds with herbicid- 
es, ranchers must also 
practice good grazing man- 
agement,” emphasizes 
Welch. "If overgrazing is a 
prime cause for weed 
infestation, applying a 
herbicide may provide only 
short-term weed control. 
With proper grazing man- 
agement, a good cover of 
grass can be maintained 
and weeds can be reduc- 
ed."

The larger hog 
is needed Lo produce 
attractive boneless cuts, he 
said. 

BeatLy expects ground 


pork will become more 
popular in the next few 
years, when a consistent 
lean lo fol ratio is devel- 
oped. he said. 

John Philips, manager of 
livestock extension for 
George A. Honncl and Co., 
agreed that market hog 
producers need lo place 
more emphasis on produc- 
ing high-yielding hogs. 

A U.S. nuniher one grade 
hog enreass with one inch of 
backfat results in 9 1 . 1 lbs. of 
excess fat when trimmed, 
he said. A U.S. number 
three grade hog when 
trimmed will result in 16 
lbs. of excess fat, which is a 
loss lo the packer, he said. 

Although a heavier hog 
may yield higher, Philips 
said, the discount awarded 
to the producer because of 


the excess fat will absorh 
any additional profit the 
producer would have re- 
ceived the extra wcighL. 

Realty expects discounts 
for over- fat hogs to increase 
in the* next few years. 

Hog producers also need 
to he greatly concerned with 
producing sound, unblem- 
ished hogs, Philips said. 
During one year's time, 
bruised pork cost Honncl 
$1 .43 million and death and 
condemned carcasses due 
la disense cosL another 
$700,000, he said. These 
losses result in lower cash 
hog prices, he said. 

The ideal market hog, 
Philips said, has no more 
than one inch hackfal and a 
loin eye area average of five 
square inches. 

One area nf increasing 


iniptirtuncc, Beatty suid, is 
that of pigskin. Whole 
skinning of the hog is 
increasing nl packing 
plants, he said, and the 
market for pigskins will he 
increasing in the next few 
years. 

This is an additional 
reason producers not only 
need to increase the size of 
the market hog, but also 
handle them more cnrefully 
so as not lo damage the 
hide. One Farmland plant 
presently processes 10,000 
hides per day, he said. 

The average hog farm in 
the IQBO.s will farrow 200 
sows, will increase finishing 
capacity and will increase 
the average litter size lo 8.6 
to 9.0 pigs, compared with 
the presenL not i mini aver- 
age of 7.13 pigs per litter.

Evers, formerly an ex- 
ecutive vice president at 
Marine Midland Bank In 
New York, said that the 
higher rates had been 
particularly troublesome for 
the cattleman in the past 
year. 

‘“Hie interest expense 
portion of a cow calf 
operator's cost per unit rose 
107 % in the past two years, 
while feedlot operator’s 
interest expense jumped by 
126%." 

Interest rates should slide 
In 1 981 os weakness in 
demand and production 
slows money supply growth 
and lessens the inflation 
premium built into rates. 
There will be a higher floor 
under rates during this 
interest rate cycle, however, 
os the Fed continues to 
lower Its money supply 
targets," Conti’s president 
noted. 

The Fed will also seek to 
smooth the movement of 
rates during 1981, Evers 
said. "We will still exper- 
ience more than usual 
volatility in rates, but the 
Fed now recognizes that 
pursuit of a pure monetarist 
policy ca n lead to structural 
damage in the economy. ’ ’ 
Cattlemen will face other 
important changes in the 
financial picture, Evers 
believes. "Now that banks 
have to pay for funds in a 
free market, they will have 
to charge customers on that 


basis. I expect that loans 
will he for shorter maturities 
and will bear a higher 
spread above prime,’’ Evers 
noted. 

"The battle for deposits 
could also bring a series of 
mergers among the nation’s 
14,500 banks as they seek 
economies of scale," he 
added. The shift to bigger, 
more national banks will 
likely mean a required 
hedging of inventories and 
credit decisions made on a 
more numerical basis. 

"One offsetting advant- 
age for cattlemen in this 
merger trend will be a more 
plentiful and steady avail- 
ability of credit because of 
the big banks’ national 
network of money collect- 
ion, " Evers added. 

Evers suggested that 
cattlemen consider using 
financial futures to hedge 
their exposure to interest ' 
rate fluctuations. "You 
have to be prepared to 
operate in e variable 
interest rate environment in 
a business . with ten-to- 
eleven-yenr production 
cycles,” ho told the aud- 
ience. 1 1 ft is difficult to pass 
on added costs in the cattle | 
you are selling, therefore, | 
you should eliminate as I 
much variability as poss- | 
ible.”

Because! of independence of 
fed uml power administra- 
tions like UFA, which do not 
even have Lo go to the U.S. 
Congress annually for fund- 
ing, it in difficult lo find any 
leverage that will slow them 
down long enough to hold 
hearings to consider alter- 
nate routes for their giant 
power transmission lines. 

“Senator Baucus office is 
really acting in the 
capacity ot the Montana 
Board of Natural Resources, 
in trying to delay plans and 
exact a committeemen to 
honor Montana's Siting Act 
with future plans," Flink 
explained. 

Some leverage is avail- 
able in that an Environ- 
mental Impact Statement 
(EIS) has to be filed, but as 
soon as the draft statement 
is on file some work can 
begin. And, although the 
lines are an eyesore, there is 
not much evidence of 
environmental damage. 
James Bloomquist of the 
Siena Club in Seattle has 
been involved in several 
power line battles, and 
concedes they're probably 
relatively safe. But, he 
points out, power compan- 
ies have to keep the 
vegetation down under the 
lines and they .spray with a 
herbicide that may cause 
problems for the rancher’s 
animals, erops and endan- 
ger wildlife.

Unless the economy be- 
comes more stable and 
unless some of the regula- 
tory and tax burdens are 
eased, cattlemen said, still 
more producers will be 
squeezed out and meat 
supplies will be reduced. 

Citing the adverse effects 
of excessive government 
and counter-productive tax 
policies, the NCA directors 
compared the U.S. economy 
in recent years with the 
economies of other indus- 
trial countries. During the 
past 12 years, the U.S. has 
had : ( 1 1 the lowest growth in 
real wages; (2) the highest 
rate of unemployment, 
except for Canada; and (3) 
the poorest rate of economic 
growth, except for the 
United Kingdom. Real 
wages (after adjusting for 
inflation) have risen 251% 
in Japan and onlv 15% in 
the U.S.

Hearings on a new 
four-year farm bill got 
under way last week and 
will continue through March 
26 in both House and 
Senate.

Fed cattle surplus 
drags down prices 

The fed caLlle market continued to be plagued by 
abundant numbers of heavy ovorfiniahed cattle through all 
nf January and moat of February. Prices dipped below $60 
per cwt. at many locations in early February. Widespread 
winter storms and cold weather, which resulted in trans- 
portation problems as well as limiting weight gains, helped 
slop the slide in prices by mid-month, and allowed a 
rebound to the mid-$60 level. 

If the cattle feeding industry can continue making 
progress in working through the overweight cattle 
problems, prices should show some strength from now 
through the second quarter. Although prices may approach 
$76 per cwt. on occasion, average prices much above $70 
per cwt. likely will be hard to sustain for any extended 
period of time.

hoi Ter calves sired by the 
lighter bull. And steer 
calves from the heuvior bull 
weighed 26 lbs. more than 
those from the low-perform- 
ing hull. 

The bulls' spring calf 
crops (from Brahman- 
Hereford or Santa Gertru- 
dis - Brahman - Hereford 
cows) also showed signifi- 
cant differences in favor of 
the heavier or high-peT- 
forming bull, notes Bole- 
man. His heifer calves 
averaged 39 lbs. more at 
weaning than those from 
the low- performing bull, 
while the steer calves 
averaged 12 lbs. more. 

Averaging all calves from 
both crops sired by c-ach 
bull, calves from the 
high-performing bul 
weighed 31 lbs. more at 
wonning limn those from 
Lhe low-per forming bull. 

‘‘Of course, the differ- 
ence didn't stop there. 
Yearling weights also 
showed marked differenc- 
es," points out Boleman. 
Yearling heifers sired by the 
high-performance hull 
weighed 78 lbs. more than 
those from the low-perform- 
ance bull. Likewise, year- 
ling steers from the high- 
performing bull weighed 73 
lbs. more than those from 
the low-performing bull. 

Yearling steers from the 
high-performance bull also 
gained better than the 
feedlot, 2.33 lbs. a day 
compared to 1.97 lbs. for 
those from the low-perform- 
ance bull.

Heifers 
from both bulls were bred to 
a Limousin bull and calved 
lest fall.

Just how much difference 
can a top-performing bull 
mean in terms of dollars- 
and- cents? 

OF course, this depends 
on market prices, number of 
cows in the herd, whether 
offspring arc sold ot wean- 
ing nr as yearlings, and the 
number of years the bull is 
kept. Considering average 
prices during the past four 
years and assuming a 
40-cow herd, high-perform- 
ing bull would result in 
S08.L7 added income per 
cow. Those same calves sold 
as yearlings would mean an 
added income of $121.34 
per cow. Furthermore, that 
value would increase even 
more if heifers were kept for 
replacements. 

"Using these figures, a 
call Ionian am see how 
much more he can afford U» 
pay for a top-performing 
hull," points out Boleman.
